Negro Margin Of Victory Turns Against Faubus 

Announcement by Gov. Orval E. Faubus that he 
would attempt to be the first three-term governor in 
Arkansas since Jeff Davis (in 1900-06), caught few 
of the state’s Negroes and whites by surprise. For 
weeks, it had been rumored that the governor had 
“made a deal” with ardent segregationist Atty.-Gen. 
Bruce Bennett to leave the field free for the third- 
term effort. But the Negroes, who had furnished 
Faubus with a 5,000-vote margin of victory over Gov. 
Francis Cherry in his last campaign because he was 
the “lesser of two evils,’”’ seemed to feel that this 
year would be different. 

Said I. S. McClinton, president of the Arkansas 
Democratic Voters Assoc. (12,000 registered mem- 
bers) : ““Faubus has been running ever since he called 
the troops out. I hope there will be an effort on the 
part of the liberal or open-minded whites to see that 
we get a candidate who will restore normal condi- 
tions to the state. McClinton said 60,000 to 65,000 
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Negroes may be expected to vote in the July primary, ; 
added that all Negro organizations in the state are bej 
contacted in a vote campaign. 

Added Dr. J. V. Robinson, dean of Little Rock ph 
cians: “We’ll do all we can to defeat him. He’ll get w 
few colored votes, and I think businessmen, white a 
Negro, will also be against him.” On other possible cy 
didates, Dr. Robinson observed: “All white men down he 
are segregationists, but it’s the rabid ones we’re concern 
with.” Said he, with an eye on the future, “We have may 
things at stake besides segregation.” 

Summed up Rev. Oliver W. Gibson, president of th 
Greater Little Rock Improvement League: “Gov. Faub 
is an evil which Arkansas cannot afford.” 


Ministers Ask Bus Integration !n Mobile 

With a Federal suit already pending to integra 
schools in Mobile, Ala., a group of 36 Negro ministes 
asked the City Commission to repeal all ordinances pr. 
quiring segregation on city buses. In a petition the min. 
isters expressed the hope that integrated seating couli 
be achieved without the “tragic consequences” of “strife 
tension, disorder and even violence.”

A woman passenger who was thrown off an airport bus 
near Anniston, Ala., sought $50,000 from Eastern Airlines 
for humiliation and damages. Pearl Watson was en route 
from New York to Birmingham, when the plane was forced 
down at Atlanta and the airline provided a bus to take 
passengers to their destination. Miss Watson and her bag- 
gage were thrown off after the driver declared: “I don’t 
want you northern niggers on this bus.” 





Indians Change Tune, Sing For Klan Leader 

Five Lumbee Indians, members of the same tribe which 
routed the Klan at Maxton, N. C., furnished music for an 
“evangelistic meeting” at Monroe, N. C., according to the 
Rev. James Cole, leader of the KKK which once felt the 
Redmen’s wrath. Cole said the Indians, whom he had 
known for a number of years, were residents of Fairmont, 
N. C., and “came to the meeting to sing for us at my invi- 
tation.” Meanwhile, Cole is scheduled to go on trial March 
11 in Lumberton, N. C. 








Fear Negro Buyers, Whites Protest Memphis Move 

The Memphis (Tenn.) City Council promised to recon- 
sider annexation of the Walker Homes area after whites 
protested that permitting Negroes to buy in the develop. 
ment would be a “detriment to both races.” Mary Edmund 
Orgill advised protesting whites that it would be illegal for 
the City Commission to say whether an area is to be oc- 
cupied by whites or Negroes. 


Governor Orders Integration Of Okla. National Guard 

An order authorizing the admission of Negroes to the 
Oklahoma National Guard was signed by Gov. Raymond 
Gary so that the state’s military force would be increased 
from 6,800 to 15,000 men. Governor Gary said requests for 
admission of Negroes came from local units which are 
having difficulty recruiting new guardsmen.

Welcomed By Whites, N. Y. Family Moves To Conn. 

A Negro family which moved into a white rural resi- 
dential section at Norwalk, Conn., felt “more than wel- 
come” following a reception attended by 30 neighbors, 
and the enrollment of two of their youngsters in the local 
school. The reception for Mr. and Mrs. Robert J. Randall 
was called “very successful” by Mr. and Mrs. William 
Atkin. Randall, a Yale graduate, and actuary for the 
Teachers Insurance and Annuity Corp., of New York, 
said he moved from Jamaica to the $35,000 ranch home 
“because we needed more room and space for the chil- 
dren, not to try to crash the social life of the community.”

Say Philly Negro Building Going Lily-White 

The white purchaser of a $130,000 Philadelphia apart. 
ment building, erected in 1940 “for poorly-housed Negro 
families” with Sweepstakes money won by a Negro couple, 
is replacing the Negro tenants with whites, according to 
ex-tenants William Tompkins and Mrs. Frances S. May- 
hew. David Williams, the new owner of Frances Plaza 
Apts., denied he is making it lily-white, but admitted he 
had raised rents to cover renovating costs. Several of 
the tenants moved, Williams said, apparently because 
they could not afford the rent increases. The building was 
originally built by Pearl and Benjamin Mason after they 
won $140,000 on a Sweepstakes ticket.

‘Nigger Woman’ Joke Disrupts Mixed Texas Jury 

A white juror’s “nigger woman” joke before an inte- 
grated jury deliberating on a damage suit verdict in Fort 
Worth, Texas, insulted the lone Negro in the group and 
caused an attorney to demand a new trial on charges 
of jury misconduct. Theodore R. Nelson, Negro juror of 
Hurst, Texas, attempted to leave the jury room after the 
joke and had to be persuaded by the judge to return 
to duty the following day. After the jury resumed delib- 
erations and reached an inconclusive verdict, Robert D. 
Maddox, attorney for the plaintiff, said he would request 
a new trial because the “nigger woman” story had no 
place in the jury deliberations.

Into Montgomery, Ala., last week went C. G. Gomillion, 
head of the Tuskegee Civic Assoc. to discuss with legisla- 
tors the plan of State Sen.

More than 1,000 persons at New York’s Roosevelt Hotel 
joined in the 90th birthday celebration for Dr. W. E. B. 
DuBois, who received a check for $5,000, and messages 
from dignitaries. DuBois said he might use some of the 
money on publication of a three-volume novel he has 
just completed on Negro life since Reconstruction. 





Yesterday In Negro History 

March 20, 1937—Felix Eboué was appointed gov- 
ernor-general of Guadeloupe by the Republic of 
France. 

March 17, 1951—Sam Bankhead was named manager 
of the Farnham, Quebec, club in the Class C Provin- 
cial League, and became 
the first full-time Negro 
manager in organized base- 
ball. 

March 18, 1953—Dr. Roland 
B. Scott, professor of pedi- 
atrics at Howard Univer- 
sity, delivered first scien- 
tific paper ever given by a 
Negro physician before the 
District (of Columbia) : 
Medical Society. Dr. Roland Scott 
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Confidential: Because of the volume of anti-NAACP 
suits in Dixie, the organization has been forced to shift 
its second-top lawyer, Robert Carter, to Roy Wilkins’ 
staff. There’s momentum building up for the hiring of 
an independent law firm to defend the NAACP in such 
suits, so that the Legal Fund can get back to the school 
integration business .. . Is housing chief Joseph Ray 
planning to retire in June? Says Ray: “Definitely not. 
The rumors are news to me”... When a U. S. senator, 
in a floor speech, declared: “I’m trying to find the 
Ethiopian in the woodpile,” angry Negroes instantly 
dubbed the speaker a Dixiecrat.

Liberian President William V. S. Tubman, 62, an- 
nounced he will run in May, 1959, for a fourth, four-year 
term, explaining he found it difficult to deny public re- 
quests for him to accept. Meanwhile, the Liberian Su- 
preme Court upheld death sentences for nine persons 
convicted of treason after an unsuccessful attempt to 
assassinate Tubman in 1955. 
Free Male Bride, 6 Bridesmaids In British Guiana 
Seven men, who dressed as brides and bridesmaids in 
an all-male wedding ceremony in Georgetown, British 
Guiana, were acquitted of charges of wearing female at- 
tire and disorderly behavior after they testified they got 
the idea from an American magazine. After their dis- 
missal a spokesman declared: “The police think that by 
putting us in court : 
they can get us to 
stop, but they are 
only making us 
more popular. We 
get more enjoyment 
out of it than most 
people think.”

Mrs. Ella B. Williams, whose husband, Robert, owns 
Kansas City’s Street Hotel, was granted a divorce on 
grounds that he was guilty of general indignities, ex- 
tremely jealous and often made false accusations against 
her. Terms of the settlement were not disclosed. 
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Shot At ‘Husband’ Costs Atlanta Woman $1,350 

A 41-year-old Atlanta woman, Mrs. Maggie Mitchell, 
who wounded a white bystander, J. W. Tallant, while 
shooting at her common-law husband, Taylor Wallace 
Jr., was ordered to pay $1,200 for the injured man’s med- 
ical expenses. Mrs. Mitchell was also placed under two 
prison probation sentences of four to eight years and 
fined $150 for wounding Tallant when she shot at Wallace 
and missed. 
Freed Of Assault, Shoots Wife 3 Hours Later 

A 26-year-old Gastonia, N. C., man shot and critically 
wounded his wife three hours after he had been acquitted 
of assaulting her, told arresting officers: “I’m guilty this 
time.” John L. Holland met his wife Joyce, 27, on the 
street following the trial, talked with her briefly, then 
whipped out a 32-caliber pistol and shot her once in the 
chest and twice in the stomach. Holland was charged 
with assault with a deadly weapon with intent to kill, 
pending the outcome of his wife’s condition.

Jail Unwed Mothers, Pa. Judge Urges 

In Media, Pa., Delaware County Judge Arthur P. Bre- 
therick urged the state to jail unmarried mothers of 
three or more children. The judge explained he could give 
the girl the benefit of the doubt for the first child, and 
possibly for the second, but after the third it becomes 
apparent that they have turned child-bearing into a 
“business venture” to collect money from the Department 
of Public Assistance. 


Ex-Wife Sues Texas Dentist For $50,000 

A Houston poetess, Mrs. Vivian A. Allen, filed a $50,000 
damage suit against her divorced hus- 
band, Dr. Andrew A. Allen, charging his 
threat to kill her in October, 1956, dis- 
turbed her so much it impeded her liter- 
ary output. Mrs. Allen, divorced since 
November, 1954, claimed her ex-husband 
angrily forced his way into her home 
when she was entertaining a house guest, 
24-year-old Air Force Lt. Arnold Howell of 
Mrs. Allen Boston, and made the threat. 
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Tuskegee Bridegroom Killed In Auto Crash 


A three-month bridegroom, 
Joseph Shaw, was killed at 
Tuskegee, Ala., when he was 
thrown from a car driven by a 
classmate, who swerved to 
keep from hitting a dog and 
crashed into a concrete wall. 
Shaw, a Tuskegee Institute 4. 
veterinary student, recently Shaw and bride. 
married the former Sherwood Reed, “Miss Meharry of 
1956.” Funeral services were held at the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception in Nashville, where Shaw ex- 
changed vows with his bride, a Meharry nursing student. 


Philly Cop, Policewoman Bride Duel With Guns 

A Philadelphia policeman, Benjamin Burgis, 31, and his 
bride of four months, policewoman Germaine Burgis, 30, 
exchanged pistol shots in their home during an argu- 
ment over money. Mrs. Burgis told police her husband 
sat in a living room chair and twice fired his service 
revolver over her head, apparently to frighten her. Then 
when she grabbed her handbag and ran out of the door, 
the woman continued, Burgis knocked her down. She 
said she managed to fire twice in his direction as he fled 
inside the house. The couple was suspended from the 
police force and were later fined $12.50 each.

Memphis Cleric’s Home In White Area Burned 


In Memphis, the $25,000 home of a Negro minister, Rey. 
Charles H. Mason Jr., located in the white Glenview area, 
mysteriously caught fire while the family was visiting 
friends. Damage was confined to the attic of the stone 
house. The possibility of arson was being checked. Rey. 
Mason, son of Bishop C. H. Mason Sr., founder of the 
Church of God in Christ, lost his church recently when 
it burned to the ground at a loss of about $150,000. Earlier, 
a cross was burned in front of his home. 

Daddy Grace Pays $450,000 For Calif. Mansion 

Plunking down $450,000 in cash, Bishop C. M. (Sweet) 
Daddy Grace bought a million-dollar, 85-room mansion in 
the swank Berkeley Square section of Los Angeles as a 
West Coast haven for his flock. In Southern California's 
biggest residential deal in 25 years, the 74-year-old cult 
leader handed former owner Haig M. Prince “more than 
$300,000 in cash” plus approximately $150,000 in currency 
for the 42-year-old English Tudor estate. The showplace 
has a swimming pool, a grand ballroom with a $17,000 
piano and $230,000 in Oriental rugs, Ming vases and art- 
work. At week’s end, Grace’s followers were busy painting 
the mansion red, white and blue.

Rev. Shuttlesworth Fined $25 In Birmingham 

Rev. F. L. Shuttlesworth, the militant Baptist minister 
who was beaten when he tried to enroll Negro children 
in Birmingham white schools in September, was fined 
$25 and cost on a charge of reckless driving. Police said 
they chased Rev. Shuttlesworth’s car several blocks at 
speeds ranging from 45 to 60 miles per hour.

WASHINGTON SENDS FOR DETROIT

Into Washington, D. C.’s Pentagon one day last week 
hobbled balding, 54-year-old Joseph Blair, a Detroit hotel 
keeper whose arthritis was giving him “the devil.” Minutes 
later, bypassing generals and admirals, the bespectacled 
grandfather was ushered into the office of the assistant 
secretary of defense for research and development, then 
to Building T, Room 2532. 

Blair had been summoned to Washington to give the 
government some badly needed information on rocketry, 
which they had refused to accept for more than 30 years. 
For six hours, Blair, a native of Augusta, Ga., who left 
Paine College after two years because he had no money,

you come to us before?” Blair, said a witness, eyed the 
officials for a long minute, hung his head in embarrass- 
ment and muttered: “Sir, you know why—don’t make me 
say it.” The official flushed, there was a pause, and then 
the conference continued. 

By the time Blair was ready to return to his small (26 
rooms) hotel in Detroit, the Navy took three of his inven- 
tions for evaluation, stamped them secret and made a 
man, who had been laughed at all of his life, feel that 
his 38 years of trying had not been in vain. 

“When I left that building,” Blair recalled, “I was 10 
feet tall. I felt for the first time in my life that I was 
an American. Not a colored American, but a plain Amer- 
ican, you know what I mean?” 

It meant a lot to Blair; more than money. This he

court-martialed for defying his superiors with his ideas on 
the value of air power, Blair, then in his native Augusta, 
recognized that the sky was a new frontier for modern 
warfare and by 1926 had built a 75mm anti-aircraft gun. 
Through the open door of the armory, he saw a 75-mm 
field piece, and though he was not permitted near it, a 
kindly white man told him about the weapon. 

Blair read all books on the 75 he could find, making 
the library his second home. Soon afterwards he built 
his gun. The barrel was fitted into a larger jacket which 
contained lights, much like sticking a pencil through a 
flashlight. When the light illuminated the target, the 
projectile in the center hit its mark. 

Turning his attention to larger guns like the 16- and 
21-inch coast defense rifles, Blair was disturbed because 
the shells would only travel 30 to 60 miles. He reasoned 
that the shell could go twice its range and even farther,

if at the end of its normal range another charge would 
ignite, giving the shell new life and flight. 

This discovery in 1928 led him to rockets in two stages 
(the Jupiter-C Army rocket, developed last year, which 
placed the Explorer I satellite into outer space was a 
three-stage rocket). Blair offered his blue print to the 
government, but was rebuffed as he was to be again in 
World War II. Shortly after the Germans began their 
V-2 rocket attack against England in 1944, the harried 
inventor took his plans of the same type of rocket out 
of mothballs, offered them to the government. “They 
said it was fantastic and couldn’t be done,” Blair recalls. 

Thirty years ago he had offered plans for aerial torpe- 
does, and a plan for rocket launchers on submarine decks. 
During World War II, he was taken off of his crane 
operator’s job at Ford Motor Co., and placed in the labo- 
ratory designing impellers (a sort of super-charger) for 
boats and aircraft. He developed the impeller for the P-47, 
the famed long-range American fighter-bomber.

Mother Of 4 Commits Suicide In Baltimore Jail 

A 222-pound mother of four children, who was jailed 
for disorderly conduct in Baltimore, tore her dress into 
strips, tied them into a rope, which she placed around 
her neck, and hanged herself from the bars of her cell. 
Authorities said Mrs. Effie Miles, 31, suffered from heart 
trouble, but gave no reason for her suicide. Mrs. Miles’ 
body was found leaning against the wall of her cell.
